A DISASTROUS FIRE, 


The Court-House and Several Hotels at St. 
Augustine, Fla., Destroyed. 


Sr. AUGUSTINE, Fla., April 12.—The St. Au- 
gustine Hotel took fire at 2:30 o’clock this 
morning and was destroyed. The old slave 
market is also gone and the ancient 
Cathedral is in flames. The Edwards 
Hotel and half a dozen small buildings are 
also on fire, and it seems inevitable 
that the Florida House and the Opera-house 
must go. The danger of the destruction of the 
whole town from the plazato the city gate is 
imminent. All of the seventy-six guests at 
the St. Augustine got out safely, as did also 


all the help of that house and the guests and 
servants of the Edwards House. 
THE FIRE CHECKED. 

The fire has been stopped at Treasury street 
and the main portion of the town 
is safe. The County Court-house 
and Vedder’s Museum were destroyed. 
All the county records were removed to a place 
of safety, but many valuable papers in the 
hands of lawyers who had offices in the —— 
buildings were destroyed. The telegrap 
wires to all points are at present dovn, but an 
early re-establishment of communication 
is anticipated. There were no New Engiand 
peopie in the St. Augustine Hotel, nor was 
there the slightest accidentto any one of its 
seventy -six guests, although it is reported that 
a colored scrub-woman lost her life by running 
back into the servants’ quarters for her 
eftects. But little property here is insured, as 
the buildings in the town are mainly of wood, 
compactly built, and the lace is pro- 
vided with only one. third-class steam fire 
engine. The average rate of insurance seems 
to be 6% per cent, and this has acted asa 
proscriptive tariff. The destruction of the 
wires at an early stage of the fire 
prevented a call from being made on Jack- 
sonvilie for assistance, and it was not until5 
o’clock -“iat a special train was or- 
to proceed to Jacksonville for 
help. Before steam could be got up in the 
locomotive, however, it was evident that the 
local department was abie to cope with the 
danger, so the order was finally counter- 
manded. The loss on the St. Augustine Hotel 
is $100,000. The insurance expired within 
twenty-four hours before the fire.

QUEER Kras. 


First Shipment of Gold From St. Louis for 
Years—Big Steamboat Inspecting. 


Roll them out, roll them out!“ 

At the words the doors of the Sub-Treasury 
in the Custom-house swung open last evening 
and five kegs came rolling out into the lobby. 
Though eyed very carefully they were not beer 
kegs. If their shape had not made 
that known their weight would. 
They were about the size of pickle 


kegs, but it took considerable straining and 
puffing to load them upon the trucks which 
were to transport them to the freight eleva- 
tor. Asthe trucks moved away the clerk, 
after recovering his breath, said: 

Gold! that’s what makes them so heavy. 

How much?’’ asked a reporter. 

„Half a million toa cent, $300,000 in 20’s and 
$200,000 in 10’s. It’s ali going to Chicago, the 
first shipment of gold from the St. Louis Sub 
Treasury in six years. In that time the yellow 
stream has been pouring in here but never 
going out. This shipment leaves $8,153,700 
still here. 

How much do the kegs weigh?“ 

Each one weizchs 320 pounds, the weight of 
$100,000 in gold, so the entire lot of five weighs 
1,600 pounds. 

When the kegs reachgd the ground floor they 
were taken in charge by several employes of 
the express company, who were armed to the 
teeth, but who handled their load as uncon- 
cernedly as if it was so much merchandise. 

BEAT THE RECORD. 

The Government Steam Vessels Inspectors, 
Capts. Gordon and Shaffer, beat all their 
previous inspecting records on the trip from 
which they returned lastevening. They were 
gone just six daysand in that time inspected 
twenty-one boats. The best they ever 
did before was to inspect twenty-three 
boats in fifteen days. On this 
last trip they kept going night andday. The 
reason why so much work was put upon them 
et one time is because the government 
has adopted a new rule by which 
vessel owners in contiguous territory are to 
send in their applications for inspection at 
the same time, so that the inspectors can cover 
that district on one trip and save the 
expense usually incurred by the several 
visits to the same place inone year. The 
twenty-one vessels were inspected at the fol- 
lowing places: One at Montezuma, one at 
Naples, three at Beardstown, four at Keokuk, 
five at Quincy, four at Hannibal, one at 
Louisiana, one at Ciarksville and one at Cave 
Au Gris. Capt. Gordon eays the boats were 
all in first-class shape. He found all the steam- 
boat men were expecting great assistance 
from the interstate commerce law and were 
talklug of putting on more boats. 

ANOTHER SIGNAL SERGEANT. 

For the first time in nearly a year a trans- 
fer is to occur atthe signal office. Formerly 
these transfers were so often that the St.

Striking Carpenters Resume Work. 


Curcaco, April R. -A number of striking 
carpenters returned to work this morning, in

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HORRORS OF THE DEEP. 


Rescue of the Schooner Eliza Cook’s Crew— 
A Bad Smash-Up. 


NEW YorK, April 12.—The steamer Nor- 
mandie of the French Line arrived here from 
Havre yesterday with the crew of the aban- 
doned British schooner Eliza Cook. The 
schooner left Halifax on March 27 with a full 
cargo of merchandfse bound to Bermuda. 
Capt. Ludwig Daale was in command 
and his crew consisted of five sea- 
men. On the morning of April 2 
a terrific southeast hurricane struck 
the boat, the wind changing to west north- 
west as itincreased. The vessel was thrown 
on her beam ends and the heavy seas swept 
over her until it was decided to cast the deck- 
load of timber overboard. Immediately after 
this had been done atremendous sea piled 
up above the bows, which had been protected 
with four or five canvass bags filled with oll, 
rushed aft and tore the mainmast 
by sheer force from its stepping. 
It crashed down, bringing the mizzen 
mast with it, and teem a hole into the 
vessel a few inches below the water line. The 
jib boom soon after broke off short, and not 
until daylight on April 3 could the wreckage 
be cleared away. Then the pumps were 
worked, although it was evidently only a 

uestion of a short time when the 

ismantied veseel would sink. Every eye 
was strained toward the horizon in the 
hope of relief, On the 
afternoon 5th the smoke 
ofa steamer was outlined ahead. Eagerly 
she was watched until,in an hour, she was 
hull up and was discovered to be a four- 
masted, two-funnel steamer. Her funnels 
were painted red. The vessel was bound east. 
The miserable seamen on the wrecked 
schooner hailed the sight with shouts of joy. 
The mighty steamer came nearer, but a thrill 
of horror and despair ran through the veins 
of the watching men when she suddenly 
altered her course and steered away. 
In vain a fi was waved. The steamer 
drifted from view. Hope had about died in 
the hearts of the men on the Cook, but the 
nextday another vessel brought relief. The 
men were picked up by the steamer Concordia 
ot Glasgow, homeward bound from Baltimore. 
On April 8 they were transferred to the Nor- 
mandie. They saved only the schooner’s pa- 
pers and instruments. The men of the Cook 
are not certain that their signals for help were 
seen by the unknown steamer. 


A Bad Smash-Up.

A STEADY IMPROVEMENT IN THE DISTIN- 
GUISHED PATIENT’S CONDITION. 


Apprehensions Set at Rest by Mr. Blaine’s 
Ability to Eat and Sleep Well—The Pa- 
tient Indulges in Refreshing Slumber 
During the Afternoon and Night—Early 
Departure From Fort Gibson Now Cer- 
tain—How the Ladies of the Party are 
Enjoying Themselves.

Fort Gisson, I. T., via GIBSON STATION, 
April 12.—Some apprehensions were enter- 
tained yesterday afternoon about Mr. Biaine.

Great Loss of Life and Damage to Property 
in Kansas and Dakota. 


ATCHISON, Kan., April 12.—No less than fif- 
teen persons have been burned to death by 
the prairie fires, which, starting near Nico- 
demus, Graham County, have swept north- 
west on an air line into Norton County, de- 
stroying everything in a path that in 
places is from two and a half to 
seven miles wide—a great roaring 
sean of flame rolling m tremendous 
sheets under the impetus of the high wind 
which prevailed all day Saturday and night.

road in Norton County, and at last accounts it 
was still 3 towards the northwest 
diagonally across Norton County in the di- 
rection of Decatur, the adjoining a 
on the west, carrying destruction and deat 
in its path.

CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY. 


Annual Meeting at the Mercantile Club Par- 
lors This Afternoon. 


This afternoon at 3:30 o’clock the annual 
meeting of the Children’s Aid Society was held 
at the Mercantile Club. There were a large 
number ot those gentlemen present who have 
been actively interested in the humane work 
ot the society heretofore. President N. O. 
Nelson read his report of the year’s work. 

The Children’s Aid Society comprises four 

anches under separate managing commit- 
tees. The Fresh Air Mission is the oldest, 


having started in 1879. In the eight years it 
has given about seventy excursions on the 
steamer Chouteau, with a total passenger list 
of about 150,000 children and mothers, ata cost 
of about 8 cents per head. The ‘‘Country 
Week’’ has been in operation two years. It sends 
children to country homes foratwo weeks’ 
vacation. Applications are received from 
country towus and farms for a certain number 
to arrive on a fixed day. The party is made up 
in the city, carefully spruced up, round-trip 
tickets supplied, and at destination they are 
received and distributed by a wyolun- 
teer committee. In due time they are re- 
turned in like monner, bringing back flowers 
and rosy cheeks and pleasant memories. 
The Children’s Sanitarium was added last 
year. A house with large grounds was rented 
at Webster Groves and fitted with hospital 
and housekeeping appliances. Children suffer- 
ing from summer diseases are best treated 
with fresh airand the care which cannot 
be given them in tenement rooms. The result 
was so satisfactory that a permanent 
place will be provided this year. 
Homeless Children is a department recently 
added, having been transferred by the Amer- 
ican Educational Association. Its purpose is 
to provide homes for children who, for any 
reason, are without proper or any home. 
During the past year sixty-four such children 
were provided for and are under the guardian- 
ship of the society. About $7,000 is required 
for the present season. 

The Secretary, Grant Tilden, reac a brief re- 
pers of statistics regarding the work of the 
ast year, and there was some discussion as to 
the work to be done under the head of 
Homeless Children. So far the society has 
been unable to secure a suitable manto take 
charge of the home and nothing has been done 
since the American Educational Society gave 
up the work. Nothing will be done until that 
proper person can befound. The work in 
the other three branches will be pushed 
actively, however, and the society’s friends 
hope that the contributions will be large. 
James E. Yeatman, the treasurer, will receive 
any contributions sent to him at Third and 
Locust streets. 

The officers elected for the ensuing year 
were the same as have served the society so 
efficiently in the past year.

THE RAILROADS, 


Criticizing the New Law—A Purchase De- 
nied—The Canada Southern Sold. 


New YORK, April 12.—A special from At- 
lanta, Ga., tothe Times says: The Constitu- 
tion this morning publishes along interview 
with Gen. E. P. Alexander, President of the 
Central Railroad system, on the interstate 
commerce act. Gen. Alexander says: The 
great trouble is that the law as it stands will 


not permit competition. Under the 
pooling system the practical destruc- 
tion of competition was bad enough, 
but under this law campetition is 
destroyed by statute. The pool was a flexible 
affair, adjusting itself fully and freely to the 
demands of the trade, tothe complications of 
commerce and to the necessities and interests 
of business communities; but the interstate 
law is inflexible, provided it be putin opera- 
tion. It is a law that may fit the North and 
East, but its effects will be very seriously felt 
in the South wherever its provisions are car- 
ried out. Until the passage of the inter- 
state commerce act there was no restraint 
upon free competition among carriers. No 
penalty was attached to it, and it became a 
universal custom wherever two lines came 
into contact. This gave advantage to such 
points not possessed by others, and business 
centered at them, manufactories sprang up, 
and property increased in value around them, 
Places which were non-competitive taxed 
themselves and raised money by va- 
rious devices to secure competing lines. 
Many of them have, perhaps, paid much 
more than the advantages were worth. It 
seems at first sight not a very serious thing to 
do, butI think upon examination aud — * 
tion it will appear to have very far-reaching 
effects. The values of property over the 
whole southern territory have crystallized 
under conditions which will be ma- 
terially changed if penalties are 
to be attached to competition. The situation 
will not be unlike what would result in a man- 
ufacturing district which had grown up for 
forty years under a protective tariff it the taritt 
was suddenly removed. Values would be all 
unsettled and would have to readjust them- 
selves to the altered conditions. ils is al- 
ways a slow process and one entailing great 
hardships upon individuals. 


A Purchase Denied, 


NEW York, April 12.—A published dispatch 
from Ind‘anapolis gave currency yesterday to 
a rumor that the control of the Evansville & 
Terre Haute Railroad had been secured by H. 


H. Porter and his friends. The contract had 
been made, it was said, nearly a month ago, 
with the understanding that it was not to go 
into effect until the Porter syndicate had come 
into possession of the Chicago & Eastern Llli- 
nois Railroad. It was said that the new 
owners would take charge of the road at an 
pene J date, the formal transfer of the stock 
having been already made. 

8. P. Flower, who is interested with Mr. 
Porter in the recent purchase of the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois Railroad, said: ‘‘There is 
not a word of truth in the dispatch. We have 
not bought the Evansville & Terre Haute 
road, and we are not trying to buy it. We 
have no use for it at present.’’

CHICAGO, April 12.—The Chicago Journal of 
Commerce will on Wednesday publish a 
complete resume of the track-laying and rall-

The Queen must have felt rather 
surprised when she read in the dally papers that 
she had offered Frogmore to Princess Beatrice 
and Prince Henry of Battenberg for their per- 
manent residence. Frogmore is not only the 
most dreary place, being surrounded by 
mausoleums and other materials of departed 
servants, butis, moreover, very damp, and, 
therefore, quite unsuited as an abode for 

Princess Beatrice, who is subject to the 

rheumatism. Frogmore was occupied by the 

Prince and Princess of Wales during the 

winter after their marriage, when Sandringham 

was being rebuilt, and Prince Albert Victor 
was born there. The Prince only stayed long 
enough to drink up a bin of splendid Chateau 

Lafitte of 1840, which had been laid in by the 

Duchess of Kent, and then departed, vowing 

that he would never return to so depressing a 

place. 
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FROGMORE. 

Frogmore, however, is impossible as a resi- 
dence, for the Queen keeps tne whole of the 
rooms, which were occupied by the late 
Dachess of Kent, locked up, and they are the 
best in the house. It is now the usual habit 
of Her Majesty to drive to Frogmore from 
Windsor Castle every morning when the 
weather is fine, and after eating her breakfast 
there, she transacts the day’s business before 
returning to the castie for luncheon. Two 
mounted grooms are then kept employed in 
conveying boxes and letters between the 
Queen at Frogmore and Sir Henry Ponsonby 
atthe castle. Frogmore is officially regarded 
as being a portion of Windsor Castle. 

THE QUEEN’S JUBILEE. 

Itis high time that there should be some 
speaking on the gupject of the jubilee cele- 
bration, and it may be hoped that the Prince 
of Wales and Lord Salisbury will take an early 
opportunity after the ‘‘return’’ to England, 
to point out to her Majesty that the court ar- 
rangements are in every respect infelicitous, 
and willassuredly excite great and general 
disgust. It was a mistake to have ordered the 
thanksgiving service at Westminster Abbey. 
instead of at St. Paul Cathedral, and it 
is a royal caprice which cost the pub- 


uno at least $50,000. A still more repre- 


hensible blunder was made when, in or- 
der to suit the fantastical arrangements of 
the court, the celebration was fixed for Tues- 
day, the Ust of June, instead of the previous 
day. Theclimaxis reached by the Queen’s 
decision to leave London for Wind sor onthe 
afternoon of Wednesday, the 22d of June, so 
that her Majesty’s stay at Buckingham Palace 
will be cut down to two nights in the Jubilee 
week and two nights at the close of the follow- 
ing week, when the court will return to London 
for the volunteer review. The metropolis is 
the proper place to celebrate the jubi- 
lee and the Queen might surely arrange to 
pass the inside ofa fortnight at Buckingham 
Palace under the circumstances. 
WALES’ FARMS. 

The Prince of Wales was principally oc- 
cupied during the first two days of his stay at 
Sandringham last week in inspecting his 
farms at Babingley and Wolferton, and it is 
most unfortunate that on Wednesday Mr. 
Beck, his well-known steward, should have 


met with a serious accident through being 


thrown from his horse. The Prince is so well 
pleased with the success of his shorthorns and 
Southdowns that he is about to establisha 
breeding stud of Norfolk hackneys and of Shire 
horses. Several fine mares have recently 
been purchased for this purpose by Mr. Beck. 
There are some of the best pastures in Norfolk 
on the Sandringham estate. I gave an ac- 
count of the Prince’s thoroughbred breeding- 
stud several weeks ago, and repeat my former 
opinion on this subject, that the Queen would 
do well to give up the Hampton Court stud to 
his Royal Highness. 
A KNIGHTLY SPREAD. 

There has beena greatdeal of noise about 
the banquet at the Knights of the Order of St. 
Michael and Ss. George which is to take 
place at St. James Palace on Saturday week, 
and at which the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Cambridge are to be present.

'THE HYDE PARK MEETING THE LARGEST 
EVER HELD IN LONDON, 


Over 150,000 People Assembled to Protest 
Against the Coercion Bill—Four Thou- 
sand Policemen With Nothing to Do— 
The Banners — No Disturbances — Un- 
necessary Fright of the Tory Press— 
Chamberlain’s Attitude. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 12.—[Copyright 1887. The 
authorities profess great fears of disturbances 
resulting from the monster meeting in. Hyde 
Park yesterday to protest against the coercion 
bill, Everything, however, passed off quietly. 
Four thousand policemen were stationed 
about the park with special directions to guard 
the property of certain obnoxious noblemen 
in the neighborhood thereof. Some twenty 
constables stood all the afternoon in front of 
the mansion of Earl Dudley, Two battalions 
of artillery remained under arms at the Well- 
ington Barracks but nothing happened 
to necessitate their services. Every- 
thing conspired to make the demonstration 
a success, 80 far as an imposing appearance 
was concerned. The day was exceptionally 
fine. There was no fog and the sun shone all 
day forthe first time this spring. The fact 


that it was a bank holiday and Easter Monday 


had closed every shop in London. The result 
wasone of the largest crowds ever seen in 
Hyde Park, stretching like a solid wall, sixty 
or seventy deep, the full length of the park. 
The stands of the numerous speakers were 
surrounded by dense masses. The partici- 
pators in the demonstration and the specta- 
tors numbered upward of 150,000. The 
procession marched through a long 
circuit of London streets. It was mainly 
made up of workingmen and of the various 
trade organizations. The Socialists claimed a 
place in the procession and flaunted their red 
flags in the park, and about their stand were 
some of the leading Socialists who made 
speeches of an unusually temperate kind. 
THE BANNERS. 

There was not the slightest attempt to re- 
press the demonstration in any way. Some of 
the banners carried by the crowd could not 
have been carried in any other European 
country. One red flag bore the inscription, 
**Doom of the Traitors,’’ and under it hung 
by the neck a crowned figure representing 
royalty, and two black figures of priests in 
black robes, also hanging by the neck. 
Four men in the procession, dressed in mourn- 
ing, bore on their shoulders, with uncovered 
heads, a black coffin on which was printed in 
white letters In Memory of Ooercion.’’ The 
procession halted when this part of its line 
reached the front ofthe Carleton Club. Here 
there was much hooting and groaning against 
Tory members of this political club. This 
was, in fact, the most marked demonstration 
made in this street. It was feared that there 
would be some hostile demonstration against 
the various Tory clubs in Pall Mall. John 
Bright appeared to be in bad favor, being con- 
stantly booted and hissed whenever his name 
was mentioned. Mr. Gladstone was the idol 
of the horde. At every window where 
bis portrait was shown, the men would pause 
and cheer again and again. Throughout the 
long line of 30,000 or 40,000 people marching in 
this procession there were numerous bands 
playing Marsellalse, the ‘‘Wearing of the 
Green, St. Patrick's Day’’ and kindred 
other airs. One of the most picturesque 
groups along the line was formed by a number 
of young working girls who were bareheaded, 
They wore red bodices and green skirts, They 
danced on the pavement with a sharp, crazy 
clicking of their heels, keeping time to the 
wildest airs of the fife and drum as they 
shouted and sang. The majority of the men 
and women in the procession appeared to be 

SOBER AND EARNEST. 

There was no enthusiasm in the park when the 
speakers began their orations, but the general 
mass of outside visitors to the park seemed to 
regard the whole affair in the light of a picnic. 
It was one of the quietest and most peaceful 
meetings ever known in the history of large 
political demonstrations in England. The 
factisin iteelf a disappointment in England 
to the Government. They would have pre- 
ferred some sort of an outbreak, so that they 
could have had an excuse for calling out the 
guards, and thus evolve from the disturbance 
an additional argument in favor of 
the coercion bill. Mounted officers . be- 
longing to the foot guard regiments, 
rode through the park at different times of the 
day, watching closely for the slightest signs of 
disturbance. Their presence, however, did 
not seem to irritate the crowd. One orderly, 
belonging tothe regiment of Horse Guards, 
who wason his way to Marlborough House 
with a Government dispatch in his hand, 
might have provoked a crowd on a less 
pleasant day. He rode right through the 
crowd in its thickest part without so much | 
as saying ‘‘By your leave,’’ or without look- 
ing to the right or left. He ignored 
the crowd as absolutely as if they had 
been so many ants. His supercilious im- 
passiveness was in strong contrast with the 
angry looks of the people so rudely jostied by 
his great black horse. Underneath his shin- 
ing helmet, his blonde, red face was set as 
grim as iron, his stalwart body was as straight 
asaramrodin his steel cuirass, and he sat 
with an easy grace upon his black bearskin, 
flicking carelessly a speck of dust from his 
white leather breeches, as he shoved his horse 
down the road. It required butaiook ora 
turn of the head to lead the crowd to unseat 
him and to toss him into the gutter, but he 
was out of the way in a minute and was 
quickly forgotten.

Effect of Yesterday’s Anti-Coercion Meeting

The Terrible Suicide of Andrew Kolbein, a 
Machinist, in New York.

A sim- 
ilar note was found by his wife in the house. 
Kolbein — to be quiet, and he was not 
watched closely. When the attendants were 
not looking he — 12 out of a window. He 
was hurt seriously by the fall and died soon 
after. Kolbein’s friends said last evening that 
his trouble with the other workmen was not 
on account of any trade-union quarrei, as he 
‘was a member of the union in good standing.

A Number of the Sailors of the Victorious 
Ocean-Racer Make Bitter Complaints— 
Bad Food on Board—No Division of 
Prize-Money—An International Yacht 
Race—Sporting Notes. 


By Telegraph to tue Post-Disparcu. 

NEw York, April 12.—It Mr. R. T. Bush ever 
races another yacht across the Atlantic ocean 
it is not likely that he will employ for the trip 
any of the seamen who helped sail the Coro- 
net to victory. Half a dozen of these men got 
back to New York yesterday, and they don’t 
want anything more to do with Mr. Bush or 
his yacht. According to their story he 
has treated all his men not only 
in an unbusiness-like manner, but 
in a way that will not commend 
itself to the American ideaoffair play. Itis 
customary among yachtsmen who win prizes 
to remember their crews. If the prize be 
money, one part of it usually is divided 
among them. Mr. Bush seemed to have en- 
tirely ignored the part that his seamen took 
in gaining the big victory, and, as one of 
them put it, We did not even geta5-cent 
piece to buy a glass of beer.’’ The six men 
who returned, arrived at Boston Saturday 
noon, and they reached this city yesterday 
morning, and atonce madeacall upon Mr. 
Bush to ask him as to certain promises he had 
made on their behalf. Mr. Bush simply 
smiled at them. Then they got mad and 
came to the WORLD office and told the follow- 
ing story, Clemens actingas spokesman: 


BAD TREATMENT. 

‘*We have been treated by Mr. Bush,’’ he 
said, ‘‘more meanly than we have ever been 
treated by any yachtsman before. One of us 
had been sailing in yachts for fifteen years, 
another for fourteen, and of all the usage 
we ever had, what we have just experienced is 
the worst. Inthe first place, while we were 
down at Staten Island before the race started, 
Mate Whittier promised us that if we won we 
should get one-half the prize money. We 
worked as hard as men ever worked, and 
risked our lives to bring the Coronet 
in ahead, but we never got a 
cent. We took the mate’s word for 
itand supposed that he was authorized to 
make the promise. Butthatis not the only 
thing. The stuff thatthey gave us to eat was 
yp unfit to put into a man's stomach. 
It consisted mainly of old salt beef, and we 
would not have touched it at all except that 
we were actually hungry. You know there is 
agood deal of difference between the food 
that is supplied on ships that take long voy- 
ages, and that which is provided on yachts. 
I think we had reason to expect that 
on a voyage such as we went through, 
ina small yacht, in the most tempestuous 
kind of weather, up nearly all day and 
all night, never having a dry stitch on us from 
the time we started tillwe got through, we 
ought to have had something to eat. We did 
not get a mouthful of spirituous comfort dur- 
ing the entire trip, except that the newspaper 
men who were aboard, seeing us soaking wet 
and half benumbed with the cold, passed usa 
couple of bottles of brandy. They were regu- 
lar out and out sailors, those newspaper men, 
particularly the WORLD correspondent. If 
they had had their way and we had had ours, 
we would have got in at least three days 
before the Dauntless, but Capt. Crosby was 
ve nervous and would not carry the sail. 
Well, the day after we got to Queenstown 
Capt. Crosby called us on deck and said he had 
got a dispatch from Mr. Bush to

to ten men from sixteen. He did not have any 
difficulty in finding men to quit. We halt- 
dozen volunteered at once to come back, and 
the others were sorry they did not have the 
chance. Capt. Crosby told us that our fare 
would be paid back to New York, and that 
our pay would go on until we landed here, 
Just as we were about to sail, however, Capt. 
Crosby told us that our pay of $1 a day would 
end the day we started from Queenstown. We 
asked Capt. Crosby about the prize money 
and he said he had heard nothing about it, but 
that if he did it would be published in the New 
York papers and we would hear all about it. 
We explained to him that, being poor men,we 
would have to get something to do as soon as 
we got back and might have to go off on a lon 
voyage, so asked him if ve coul 
not see Mr. Bush when we got 
here. He said no, we had better wait 
and see. But we concluded we would goto 
Mr. Bush’s office and find out. We were there 
this morning and asked him about the wages 
and prize money. He said very little to us, 
but he smiled a good deal. In fact he smiled 
all the time, and said he was glad to see us 
back. He told us that he had a letter from 
Capt. Crosby saying that he had settled with 
us, and could not do anything more until he 
heard further from Capt. Crosby. If the 
Dauntless had won. her men would certainly 
have got half the prize money. They were 
very sure that we would be beaten, and they 
said to us before we started that they 
would divide with us a portion of the 
— The Dauntless had eighteen men on 

oard andevery oneof themis stillon the 
yacht and receivingthe best kind of treat- 
ment. While we were stopping at Queens- 
town we had to pay for our own board and 
lodging, and in no way was there there | 
done to show the men that the work they ha 
done and the exposure they had suffered 
was appreciated. Ifwe had only gota $10 
note it would not bave been so bad. 

Sailor Williams added: ‘‘Iwasona pilot 
boat four years just before I took this trip, 
and I never had a meal on board of her so bad 
as what we got regularly on the Coronet.
